In some Inexplic- 
able way a large whale bad become 
entangled with the cable, and the dlv- 
era from the eableship found him with 
a half-hitch of tbe cable armnd Ma 
head and tower Jaws, They removed 
the dead whale and re-established the 
connect Ion by mending the break la
